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MAKING THE GRADE 

No less an authority than Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, 
health commissioner of New York city, in his outline of 
requirements for sdiool children, says, "Keeping your 
youngsters in health ir, not an arduous proposition, but it 
requires a litclc care on your part. He should have a fill- 
ing luncheon such ir, soup or salad, sandwiches, maca- 
roni and cheese, or some other easily prepared dish, and 
with whatever he eati he should always have a glass of 
milk. When he returns home from school in the after- 
noon, he should have a bite, such as a sandwich and a 
gloss of milk, as well as an apple or ^omc other fruit. For 
his cveiiiag meal he sliould be able to eat the same dishes 
a th;.- rest of the farr.lly, plus a glass of milk. His diet

tuce, kale and spinach. Tomatoes, too, are important. 

"If this balanced diet, plus the milk, is adhered to, 
the child will stay in health, providing the other cardin- 
a' rules of hi alth arc* obeyed. TIicsc are: Ac least 8 hours' 
sleep in a well-ventilated room; plenty of exercise and 
recreation in the open air and sunshine, and frequent 
bathing."

Tbe'asBesBor. explained: 

'*Tho Public Service Company of 
Norihem Illinois Is paying on a 9700.- 
OOO valuation on -a plant In JoIIet 
which it hasn't operated for tho last 
tT^'o yeans. The Waukegan plant Is 
one of the. best In the state and the 
board of review's valuation is absurd," 
Increase Halved. . 

The board of review, despite reduc- 
tions on buildings of tho company, al- 
lowed prectfcally half of the Increase 
made by the oasesHor on these. His 
valuations on the land of the company 
was not changed.
